In response to your request for a few of 
the high lights on the Baltimore Live Stock 
Show, the sweeping victory of the Aber- 
deen-Angus of course comes first. Grand 
champion car lot, reserve champion car lot, 
grand champion steer, reserve champion 
steer and grand champion 4-H Club steer 
and grand champion age of three steers 
makes a real record for the Aberdeen-An- 
gus breed. 

To my mind, however, the greatest thing 
of all was the fact that the grand champion 
steer, the reserve champion steer, the group 
of three steers, and the reserve champion 
carload were all fed and exhibited by peo- 
ple who had no previous experience in the 
show business. The grand champion steer 
and grand champion group of three steers 
were bred and fed in Maryland while the re- 
serve champion steer and the reserve cham- 
pion carload came from Virginia. The 
Southeast has come into its own and has 
demonstrated its ability to breed them and 
feed them as well as anywhere. The grand 
champion steer, Fox Hill Paymaster, was 
the best hind ended steer seen for many a 
year. He was meat from stem to stern and 
it did not take the judges long to find him. 
He was a pure bred Aberdeen-Angus of the 
best blood lines. He together with the grand 
champion group of three were a part of the 
first calf crop of Mr. Dean Bedford’s splen- 
did Aberdeen-Angus herd. These steers 
were fed by Herdsman Bill Stiffler under 
the supervision of Mr. Sidney Watters, Man- 
ager of the farm. Neither Mr. Watters nor 
Mr. Stiffler had any previous experience. 
They started with steer calves of the best 

breeding. They fed at regular hours and 
on home grown corn and brought out show 
steers equal to anything seen at the Inter- 
national. In one year of experience they 
exploded the myth that only the big fellow 
with large numbers to pick from and with 
experienced herdsmen, can bring out the 
good ones. 

The reserve champion car lot came from 
the Creswell Farm of Mr. F. H. T. Walton, 
at Forrest, Virginia. These were selected 
from Mr. Walton’s first crop of calves. They 
were well finished and showed quality and 
breeding. They were presented to the judges 
I most attractive form and gave the Briar- 
cliff champion load a real fight. This is al- 
so Creswell Farms first experience in fit- 
ting steers for show. They made a real job 
of both feeding and showing. They are sold

Nurse Cows at International. 
Recent action taken at the Fall meeting 
of the Board of Directors of the Interna- 
tional Live Stock Exposition amends the 
rule on limiting nurse cows to junior calves 
for the 1932 Exposition. 


According to the new ruling passed by 
the Board, nurse cows will be permitted for 
senior calves as well as juniors in both 
breeding and fat cattle divisions of the Ex- 
position. The Show will be held November 
26 to December 3 at the Chicago Stock 
Yards. 

B. H. Heide, secretary of the Internation- 
al Live Stock Show, announces that entries 
in the individual live stock classes will be 
accepted up to November Ist; for the Inter- 
national Grain and Hay Show, largest of 
the world’s crops shows, November 10th; 
and for the carload lot competition of prime 
commercial cattle, sheep, and swine, No- 
vember 19th. 


Heide predicts that the 1932 Exposition 
will be the largest from point of view of 
exhibits ever held. Prize money offered in 
most departments will remain the same and 
in a few instances will be even higher. All 
railroads entering Chicago will grant re- 
duced round trip fares during the week of 
the show, November 26 to December 3.

ng hans Murdoch has sold a bull and 
ten heifers from his Aberdeen-Angus herd 
to Mr. Hordern, son of Sir Samuel Hordern, 
President of the Royal Agricultural Society 
of New South Wales, and one of the lead- 
ing business and agricultural men of Aus- 
tralia. The Aberdeen-Angus are to be 
kept at his beautiful place at Retford Park, 
in the Bowral district of New South Wales. 

Success of Scottish Stock. 

Cattle tracing directly to this country 
were prominent winners at the Brisbane 
Show. In the Shorthorn section Mr. J. T. 
Serymgeour won both male and female 
championships, his champion bull being by 
Heatherwick Standard Bearer bred by Mr. 
R. Bruce, Heatherwick, Inverurie. This is 
the third year this bull has won the cham- 
pionship at Brisbane. 

In the Aberdeen-Angus section Col. 
White of Bald Blair achieved similar hon- 
ours by gaining the championship for both 
males and females. This section showed a 
considerable increase from last year, it be- 
ing remarked that the claims of the breed 
for early maturity, constitution and hardi- 
ness are becoming more generally recog- 
nized in Queensland every year. The male 
championship was won by Prince Beret, a 
four-year-old bull bred by Mr. Walter Wil- 
son, Inchgower, and purchased from Mr. 
George Abel, East Ley Lodge, by Mr. R. 
L Grant, Methlick, for export to Australia. 
He is by Evendale of Kinermony, bred by 
Mr. J. F. Cumming, and out of the Miss 
Burgess dam, Banffshire Maid. In the two 
classes for bull and heifer calves the win- 
ning animals were shown by Mr. G. C. 
Clark, who has a large holding on the Darl- 
ing Downs, both these calves being from 
Maisemore bred dams. 

In the fat cattle section nearly all the 
leading prizes were won by animais of the 
Aberdeen-Angus breed. The cha:npionship 
of the fat section was won by an Aberdeen- 
Angus steer weighing 1940 pounds, and at 
the sales which followed it realized the top 
price for fat cattle, £28. The best export 
steer was a three-year-old Aberdeen-Angus 
of 1624 pounds shown by Mr. Clark of East 
Talgai. The feature of the fat cattle sec- 


tion was, however the competition for the 
prize of £40 for the best pen of six bullocks 
most suitable for export purposes. It gave 
rise to keen competition and was won by 
the Jondaryan Estates with a pen of Aber- 
deen-Angus, a Hereford pen being the next 
in order. It was only in 1916 that this 
Company began breeding Aberdeen-Angus, 
and they have now a herd of about two hun- 
dred cows and heifers of that breed. Last 
season they branded 90 per cent of Aber- 
deca-Angus calves born within a month of 
one another, the result of three bulls’ work 
among 140 cows. In 1919 they had a bad 
year from drought and they trucked 450 
head of two-year-old Shorthorn, Hereford, 
and Aberdeen-Angus steers out to prickly 
pear country. They were there for some 
months and when rain came and the cattle 
could be brought back they were 15 per cent 


short in the Shorthorns, 10 per cent short 
in the Herefords, but got back the whole 
109 Aberdeen-Angus they sent out, and 
they were all in superior condition. Since 
going in for Aberdeen-Angus the Company 
has won a great share of the fat cattle 
prizes at the leading shows in Queensland 
and they report that the butchers give them 
a far better price for the Blacks than for 
any other cattle, and they go off younger if 
they are well bred.

At the Bulawayo show the championship 
of the fat cattle section was won by Mr. A. 
L. Millar with an Aberdeen-Angus ox, thus 
duplicating his victory at the Salisbury 
show. The best pen of ten fat oxen were 
also Aberdeen-Angus, shown by Mr. J. R. 
Stewart, of Shangani, a native of the 
Mearns district, and an exPresident of the 
South African Aberdeen-Angus Cattle 
Society. The sales in connection with the 
show were stated to far exceed expecta- 
tions. Ayrshire bulls sold at £35 and £37 
10s; Aberdeen-Angus bulls, £20 to £35; 
Hereford bulls, £25; and Shorthorn bulls 
from £17 10s, downwards. 


His Majesty Stub 1 


Is Guest of Honor in New York City 


His Majesty Stub T. Grand Champion of 
the Eastern States Exposition, and adjudg- 
ed the finest steer of its age ever entered 
in an American show ring, arrived in New 
York today (Monday, October 10th) in a 
manner fitting the royal blood of Aberdeen- 
Angus. 

King Stub made his bow from a specially 
decorated private corral in the stock-yards 
at 40th St. and Eleventh Avenue where he 
received a welcoming committee and posed 
for photographers. His majesty seemed en- 
tirely aware of the fact he is the most ex- 
pensive piece of beef on the hoof, ever to 
arrive in this city, having been sold at the 
record price of $2.10 a pound following his 
triumph at the Eastern States Exposition at 
Springfield, last week. The grand cham- 
_ weighs 880 pounds and is 15 months

For the next day or two, King Stub will 
probably have the time of his life, as the 
most petted, pampered baby steer ever to 
reach the big town. He will discover that 
New York knows how to honor a grand 
champion, even when he is just a champion 


steer. Cattle experts, wholesalers and re- 
tail merchants will have their look at Stub, 
for he is considered the finest example of 
a young steer ever produced. 

Perhaps it is just as well that Stub does 
not know the whole story of his program in 
New York. For when all the shouting and 
the officials receptions are over, he will be 
just 880 pounds of excellent beef, his use- 
fulness as a live exhibit over. Then he will 
go the way of all good steers, and many 
New York families will unknowingly be 
honored at dinner by some of the finest beef 
ever placed on the table. The retail price, 
however, will give no indication of the roy- 
al quality of the steaks. 

Stub T. amazed the experts last week by 
winning four separate titles, including the 
supreme championship of the show at the 
Eastern States Exposition. Bred and raised 
by Harold Hamilton, a 15-year-old high 
school boy of Millerton, N. Y., Stub T. was 
first entered in the baby beef competition 
of the 4-H clubs, where he won the grand 
championship. 

The 4-H Clubs, comprising a membership

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of 179,000 boys and girls from all over the 
United States, specialize on raising fine live 
stock, among other things. Many promi- 
inent persons and leading commercial or- 
ganizations encourage the work done by the 
boys and girls, because they consider it a 
distinct contribution to raising the standard 
of market beef. 

Following the triumph of Stub T. in the 
4-H competition, the champion was purchas- 
ed bv the Great Atlantic and Pacific Tea 
Stores at the record price of $2.10 a pound, 
a total of $1,848. The concern also purchas- 
ed 21 other champions at the exposition. 
The purchase price has nothing to do with 
the retail price, merely representing the 
chain store company’s contribution to the 
4-H movement. 


Following Stub-T’s triumph in the 4-H 
competition, young Hamilton entered his 
champion in the open Aberdeen-Angus 
classes and again won first place. Stub T. 
then went in for the fattest steer prize 
and again emerged victorious. His victor- 
ies were then climaxed by being acclaimed 
the supreme champion of the entire beef 
cattle show. 

Judge W. J. Kennedy, a cattle expert, de- 
clared that Stub T. is the finest steer of his 
age that ever entered an American show 
ring. 

Young Hamilton, breeder of the cham- 
pion, won a grand championship in 1927 
with Stub’s half brother.

Quebec Breeders Start New Association 


Commenting on the Great Eastern Exhi- 
bition held at Sherbrooke, from August 28th 
to September 2d, Dr. C. J. Edgar, of North 
Hatley, Quebec, says: “The show is over 
and it was a great success. The entries of 
Aberdeen-Angus cattle was double that of 
last year and they were of good quality and 
much better than those of last year. The 
most promising thing about the exhibition 
from our point of view” says the doctor, 
“was the formation of an Aberdeen-Angus 
Club for the Province of Quebec as no such 
organization had ever existed in this prov- 
ince. The Hon. Senator Pope who, with his 
father, the Hon. J. H. Pope, formerly Minis- 
ter of Agriculture for this Province, was 
the first to import Aberdeen-Angus cattle 
into Canada consented to act as President 
of the new organization and his name will 
be of tremendous help in furthering the in- 
terests of the breed.” 


Secretary F. W. Crawford, of the Cana- 
dian Aberdeen-Angus Breeders’ Association, 
sends along the following report of the 
meeting: 

“In the late seventies and early eighties 
there was much activity in Aberdeen-Angus 
cattle in the Province of Quebec. It was 
such men as the late Hon. J. H. Pope, Sena- 
tor H. M. Cochrane, George Whitfield, Dr. 
Robert Craik and Andrew Allan, all of that 
Province, who laid the foundations for the 
later successes of this breed in North Amer- 
ica. It is very interesting then to hear of 
a revival of interest among enthusiasts in 
that great Province. 

“A meeting of those interested in Aber- 
deen-Angus cattle was held on the 31st of 
August at 11:00 a. m., in the arena at the 
exhibition grounds of the Eastern Town- 
ships Agricultural Association at Sher- 
brooke. 

“The meeting was called to order by the 
temporary chairman, Dr. C. J. Edgar, and 
it was decided that the interests of this 
great breed demanded the formation of a 
society under the name of ‘The Quebec Ab- 
erdeen-Angus Association’ with the object 
of encouraging the breeding of Aberdeen- 
Angus cattle in whatsoever manner the as- 
sociation may see fit. 

“Officers were elected as follows: Presi- 
dent, Senator the Honorable Rufus H. Pope, 
Cookshire, who with his father was one of 
the real early importers of Aberdeen-Angus 
cattle. Vice-President, A. G. Spafford, 
Compton, Quebec. Directors: James Har- 
greaves, Massawippi; Walter Hodgman, 
Birchton; Chester E. Cleveland, Coaticook; 


Harlow E. Teal, Cowanville, Quebec. Secre- 
dia Dr. C. J. Edgar, North Hat- 
ey. 

“The annual membership fee was set at 
$2.00 and a general invitation to all those 
interested in becoming associated with the 
- society has been extended by the of- 
icers. 


On July 16th, 1932, there was shipped 
from Vancouver to Mr. W. Clark, Gisborne, 
New Zealand, two Aberdeen-Angus bulls. 
One two year old, Elton of Glencarnock 
-46043- from the herd of Hon. James D. Mc- 
Gregor, Brandon, Manitoba, and one senior 
calf. Northlane Black Marshall -47737- from 
the herd of Harry Leader at Burnside, Man- 
itoba. On September 5th F. W. Crawford, 
Secretary of the Canadian Aberdeen-Angus 
Association received the following cable 
after the arrival of the bulls in New Zea- 
land: “Bulls arrived safely, condition and 
quality excellent, very pleased.” 


The tattoo is now being used as a means 
of identification on many breeds of live 
stock. Several attempts have been made 
by Canadian breeders to introduce the tat- 
too system into the Aberdeen-Angus herds 
in Canada. It has been claimed, probably 
with some justification in the past, that the 
number could not be read on the black ears 
of the Doddies. Recent experiments have 
shown that such objection has now been 
overcome. 

Mr. John D. Patterson, of Richmond Hill, 
Ontario, who imported ten heifers and a 
bull from Scotland in 1930 uses and likes 
the tattoo system. The animals were tat- 
tooed when they came over and at Don 
Head farm the system has been maintained. 
The letters JDP are used, followed by a let- 
ter to indicate the year and a number to 
designate each animal. The full identifica- 
tion is then typed on the pedigree. For ex- 
ample supposing the letter used to desig- 
nate the year was E, the following might be 
the complete identification number “JDP 
E10.” Mr. Patterson assures us that the 
tattoo works perfectly. 

At the Canadian National Exhibition just 
concluded Mr. Patterson won the female 
grand championship on Black Betty of Bal- 
lintomb, a junior yearling heifer recently 
imported from the herd of D. M. Allan, 
Ballintomb, Grantown-on-Spey. He also won 
first in the cow class on Pridebank of Ad- 
vie which animal was later made senior and 
reserve grand champion female.

If you are too young to remember that, 
take a look at what Harper’s Weekly, Octo- 
ber 10, 1857, said about the hard times of 
75 years ago. Here it is: 

“It is a gloomy moment in history. Not 
for many years—not in the life time of 
most men who read this paper—has there 
been so much grave and deep apprehen- 
sion; never has the future seemed so in- 
calculable as at this time. In our own 
country there is universal commercial 
prostration and panic, and thousands of 
our poorest fellow citizens are turned out 
against the approaching winter without 
employment, and without prospect of it. 

“In France the political caldron seethes 
and bubbles with uncertainty; Russia 
hangs, as usual, upon the horizon of Eur- 
ope; while all the energies, resources and 
influences of the British Empire are sore- 
ly tried, and are yet to be tried mere sore- 
ly, in coping with the vast and deadly In- 
dian insurrection, and with its disturbed 
relations with China. 

“It is a solemn moment, and no man 
can feel an indifference (which happily, 
no man pretends to feel) in the issue of 
events. 

“Of our own troubles no man can see 
the end. They are fortunately, as yet, 
mainly commercial; and if we are only to 
lose money and by painful poverty to be 


taught wisdom—the wisdom of honor, of 
faith, of sympathy and of charity—no 
man need seriously despair. And yet the 
very haste to be rich which is the occa- 
sion of this widespread calamity, has al- 
so tended to’ destroy the moral forces 
with which we are to resist and subdue 
the calamity.” 

A last word, as it were, of essentially 
sound business advice. 

As opportunity goes by, those who expect 
to go to bed tonight and find the depression 
over in the morning take our allegory too 
literally. Nothing like that will happen. 
There will be no sudden bound into prosper- 
ity. It will come by uneven steps that many 
will misinterpret. The true depression may 
be several years away before many will 
realize that it has passed. When their fears 
have gone, so will the major part of their 
opportunities. 

The successes of tomorrow (and they are 
looming up) are laying their foundation 
today. They are not waiting but working 

.. and they get off to a “Flying Start.” 

[The above is taken from an advertising 
folder, entitled—Thinking Through—which 
reminds us that there have been trying 
times in other years even though we some- 
times think there never has been a situation 
such as we have been passing through—the 
world has been upon it knees before. 

The sun has never failed to shine after a 
storm, no matter how dark, nor how seem- 
ingly impossible it has been to survive the 
doleful lashes of the unseen power behind 
it all.

Aberdeen-Angus in Italy. 


At the Milan Fair in 1931 the purchaser 
of one of the Aberdeen-Angus bulls was 
Sig. Ernesto Panza. A correspondent who 
has just been on a visit to Sig. Panza’s 
farm writes in glowing terms of the appear- 
ance of the first crop of crossbred calves 
by this bull. The dams of the calves are 
Brown Swiss, and the calves numbered 
about forty.

He was by Junius of By- 
well, bred by Lord Allendale, and out of 
Wishful of Castlecraig, this cow being by 
Everest of Bleaton, a reserve champion 
male at the Highland, while her dam was by 
Watchman of Ballindalloch.

Plans call for the annual market- 
ing and butchering of not less than 150,000 
hogs grown by members of the company, 
which has filed articles of incorporation un- 
der the name of the Idaho Meat Producers.

It is 
not proposed at present to engage in the 
packing of meat on an extensive scale, as 
it is expected that a greater part of the out- 
put will be disposed of to packers on the 
Pacific coast.
